DASH  Service  Changes 

As  Downtown  has  expanded  from  a  jobs  hub  into  a  vibrant  24/7  destination  with  a 
large  residential  population,  DASH  has  not  kept  pace.  DASH  provides  frequent, 
inexpensive  bus  service  in  Downtown  and  27  other  neighborhoods  across  the  City. 
Each  route  is  designed  to  serve  travel  within  that  neighborhood  and  to  connect  to 
other  regional  transit  services. 

Earlier  this  year,  CCA  formed  a  small  working  group  to  put  together  a  proposal  for 
improved  DASH  service  in  Downtown.  As  a  result,  CCA  has  been  asking  the  City's 
Department  of  Transportation  (LADOT)  for  later  evening  and  nighttime  service  and 
new  or  extended  routes,  especially  in  rapidly  growing  neighborhoods  like  the  Arts 
District  and  South  Park. 

LADOT  recently  released  its  recommended  DASH  service  improvements.  CCA 
and  several  of  our  members  testified  at  a  hearing  on  Monday  about  the 
recommendations  for  Downtown.  While  we  appreciate  the  expanded  hours  and  an 
extended  route  into  the  Arts  District,  we  believe  the  LADOT  recommendations 
must  go  further  to  addressing  the  needs  of  the  entire  Downtown  community 
through  new  routes  and  even  longer  hours. 

CCA’s  working  group  will  be  meeting  with  LADOT  to  discuss  our  proposal  early 
next  month.

On  Monday,  CCA  testified  before  the 
joint  Public  Works  &  Gang  Reduction 
and  Budget  &  Finance  Committee  on 
the  proposed  implementation  plan  for 
the  incentive  and  cost-sharing  program 
portion  of  the  City’s  $2  billion  sidewalk 
repair  plan.  CCA  has  been  supportive  of 
the  cost-sharing  approach  where  both 
commercial  and  residential  property 
owners  can  be  reimbursed  for  a  portion 
of  the  sidewalk  repair  work  they 
undertake  themselves.  However,  we 
testified  that  there  needs  to  be  a  plan  in 
place  for  how  property  owners  will  be 
notified  about  this  program  in  order  for  it 
to  be  successful.

This  week,  CCA  testified  at  the  Los 
Angeles  City  Council  in  support  of 
House  Resolution  56  and  Senate 
Resolution  84.  Both  resolutions  urge 
Governor  Brown  to  declare  a  homeless 
State  of  Emergency  in  order  to  ensure 
that  every  person  has  a  home.  A  State 
of  Emergency  declaration  could  bring 
approximately  $500  million  in  new 
resources  to  address  homelessness. 
Additionally,  it  could  help  coordinate  a 
regional  and  statewide  response  to  the 
homeless  crisis.  The  City  Council  voted 
unanimously  in  support.  The  resolutions 
are  pending  approval  by  the  Governor.
